Reasons For Allowance 

The present invention is a system for controlling fuel flow to a gas turbine engine 
in response to the calculated calorific value of a gaseous fuel. Systems for regulating 
fuel gas flow to gas turbines are well known in the art as shown, for example, by the 
cited Rowen et al and Yamada et al patents. Analyzing devices for determining fuel gas 
properties are also well known in the art as shown, for example, by the cited Searle and 
Meyer patents. None of the cited references however show or fairly suggest a gas tur- 
bine fuel control system which regulates fuel gas in response to gas caloric value calcu- 
lated on the basis of detected combustion air flow rate and combustion gas oxygen 
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concentration as specified in the present claims. The claimed invention is therefor con- 
sidered patentable over the art of record.
